|GIVE WAR PUNCH 


TO CAR TRAFFIC 
IS FUEL SLOGAN 


Winnipeg, Jan. 3.—An urgent and 


immediate demand has been made by 
the Canadian authorities in conjunc: 
tion with the United States fuel ad- 
ministration to speed up the transport- 
ation and unloading of coal cars, The 
movement involves a new slogan: 
“Put a war punch into car move- 
ment.” Personal effort with railroads, 
shippers and consignees is urged that 
they may exert extraordinary efforts 
for the quick handling and unloading 
of cars. It is designed to make it 
unpopular for anyone to delay un~ 
loading a coal car or otherwise delay 
car movement. Consignees are asked 
to get their cars unloaded even if they 
have to work nights, Sundays and 
holidays; anything to empty and move 
cars promptly. 

One of the appeals issued reads: 
“Every hour you delay unloadirg coal 
cars adds to the heavy burden 
erica is carrying. Every moment you 
saye helps your country. 
your coal car on the jump.” 

The railroads are urged to keep the 
supply of company fuel cars down 
to a minimum; to give preference to 
coal cars, and to expedite the move- 
ment of loaded cars to destination and 
the return of empty cars by giving 
preferential movement by the most 
direct route. Mine operators are 
urged to load their cars to full axle 
carrying capacity; to leave no cars 
unloaded at the close of the day; to 
furnish prompt billing Instructions; 
and invoice and ghipping notice ahead 
so that arrival may be anticipated and 
arrangements perfected for prompt 
unloading. 

The aim ts to eave 10 per cent in 
car handling.
